Drawn 
into the white man’s civilization, and 
ruthlessly exploited by him, the 
African black is being turned into a 
pseudo-European, This is not much 
better than turning him into a beast, 
which was the former policy pursued 
in regard to him.

human, and he was treated little 
better than a slave. Then suddenly 
he was elevated to a position of 
equality with the white. The polit- 
ical system of the natives was ruth- 
lessly destroyed in order to incor- 
porate them in the white system. 
Gen. Smuts came to England to say 
that both systems were wrong. The 
Policy in respect of the colored race 
of Africa should tend to conserve and 
develop the type of human with the 
Same respect we feel toward a great 
natural fact. In other words, the 
General is against assimilation and 
standardization and in favor of full 
free development of peoples along 
their own specific lines. This implies 
that the black ts to hold on to his 
Own oustoms and develop them, and 
1f consisténtly applicd, tt means also 
to have missionaries leave him alone.

The new edition of the Index, the 
list of books and publications pro- 
hibited by the Roman Catholic 
Church, is printed in Italian. This 
is the first time in the history of the 
church that Latin has been super- 
seded by one of its daughters. The 
fact has upset the Latinists of Eu- 
rope not a little. The more since 
the present Pontiff is a noted Latin 
ist himself, and but recently recom- 
mended study of the language to a 
large delegation of French students. 
Some see in it an end to Latin as 
the language of the church, and they 
clte its declining use in ecclesiastical 
gatherings in Rome. Still seeing that 
the majority of the Cardinals are .of 
Italian origin a>d that most of the 
foreign prelates commend a suffi- 
clent fluency of Itallan to express 
themselves, this is not to be wondered 
at. Once it seemed that French 
would replace Latin as the language 
of the church, as it was already the 
modicum of expression in interna- 
tional gatherings of diplomacy. But 
Cardinal Gasparri pus an end to that 
hope when he addressed the Ambas- 
sadors 1n Rome, on the occasion of 
the solution of the Roman Question, 
in Italian. This was an unheard of 
departure and caused considerable 
consternation in France.
